HEAT BLISTERED PAINT ON WALLS 


PRISONERS REMOVED TO PORCH DURING FIRE 


ELBA, ALABAMA 36323 


Clifford Parker, age 32, was 
burned to death. Wednesday 
night, February 28, in the Cof- 
fee County Jail. The intense 
heat created by the burning of 
several plastic covered mat-. 
tresses and three or four bl- 
ankets left Parker with no es- 
cape from his self-imposed dea- 
th trap. He was in jail await- 
ing evaluation for possible com- 
mitment to a mental institu- 
tion. 

The fire was reported to 
the Elba Fire Department at 
10:40 p.m. by jailer W. L. 
Sanders, who related the fol- 
lowing story: 

“My wife and I turned off 
the TV shortly after ten and 
had just lain down when I heard 
him (Parker) scream “O,Lord, 
I’m going to die.” I jumped 
out of bed and when I opened 
the door from our room to 
the office the smoke hit me 
in the face. I then grabbed 
the keys and tried to open the 
metal door to the cell area. 
It took me a few seconds to 
find the right key and to get 
it to work. When I got to 
Parker's cell, flames were 
coming out the inspection win- 
dow (12-inch square eye-level 
opening in all solid jail dooney 
I then tried to open the cell 
door but the heat had expanded 
the steel and I couldn’t budge 
it. The prisoner was not mak- 
ing any sounds any more. I 
then ran back through our room 
and tried to get upstairs and 
release the other prisoners but 
turned back at the stairs be- 
cause I couldn’t breathe in the 
smoke. Sometime before this I 
had dialed the long distance 
operator and had her get the 
fire department on the line.” 

There were 14 male inmates 
in upstairs jail cells and one 
female inmate downstairs. The 
female downstairs is a trusty 
and the jail cook. Her cell 
is left unlocked and she ran 
outside as soon as Sanders op- 
ened the main door to the jail 
area. 

The upstairs inmates, who 
had managed to break out some 
window panes ‘to get limited 
relief from the smoke, were 


finally released from their cells 


by Elba policeman Max Ray- 
porn who donned a fire depart- 
ment air pack and braved the 
unknown to unlock the cells. 
Two Elba firemen, Bill Wal- 
den and L. M. Burch tried to 
assist him but were forced back 
because they had no air tanks 
-+to supply them with life-giv- 
ing oxygen. When the prison- 
ers had been released and gath- 
ered on the front porch, Elba 
firemen entered the building and 
extinguished the fire. It took 
several firemen to force open 
the cell door. Parker’s badly 
burned body had fallen against 
the door causing part of the 
problems. 

Fire Chief Charles Cox com- 
mented about the intense heat 
in the cell and said that as 
soon as they turned water into 
the fire, he heard the commode 
break from the sudden change 
in heat. The intense heat was 
evident to observers later wio 
noted the blistered paint on the 
brick walls all the way to the 
ceiling and even evidence a- 
round the corner by the jail- 
er’s desk, indicating flames had 
licked around the corner at the 
top of the office door. 

Coroner Charles Hayes who 
investigated the death, repor- 
ted that all of Parker’s mat- 
ches and cigarettes had been 
taken from him on Tuesday 
night by Elba policemen be- 
fore locking him in the jail 
on complaints by his mother, 
Mrs. Addie Bell Shipman. Ha- 
yes quoted Jailer Sanders as 
saying that Parker’s wife had 
visited him about 5:30 Wed- 
nesday afternoon “to see if he 
is any better.” Hayes said 
that probably Parker talked her 
into giving him some matches 
and cigarettes.

‘ihe other day I was on one 
of those high hills that are to 
the east of our town and as 
1 looked down upon our city 
I marvelled at the beauty of 
the church spires and steeples 
Have you ever thought ‘of how 
our community churches are 
Silent sermons?

Don’t Just Brush 


Brush your teeth after every 
meal is one of the major rules 
of good dental hygiene It's 
something we have heard every 
since childhood, but brushing 
alone is not enough, warns the 
Alabama Dental Association 

Flossing is an equally imp- 
ortant tool for keeping teeth 
clean. And dental floss should 
be used at least once a day 

Few people, however, recog 
nize the true value of flossing 
their teeth daily. And even few- 
er know how to go about it 
When improperly done, flossing 
can be damaging. However, this 
can be prevented with proper 
instruction from your dentist 

Using dental floss not only 
helps remove food particles 
helps remove food particles 
that might become lodged bet 
ween teeth, it helps remove 
plaque. And Plaque if the ma 
jor cause of tooth decay and 
gum diseases 

While brushing is effective 
most people's teeth are wedged 
so tightly together that tooth- 
brush bristles can't get between 
them Plaque can So can 
dental floss 

In addition, dental floss helps 
polish teeth until they literally 
become “squeaky clean” If 
dental floss is used properly 
you'll hear a loud squeak that 
tells you to move on to ano- 
ther tooth x 

Unwaxed dental floss is best, 
but often hard to find. If your 
druggist doesn’t stock it. ask 
him to special order it for you 
A number of companies manu 
facture unwaxed floss 

One acceptible way of flossing 
is to use approximately 18 in- 
ches of floss Wrap enough 
around the middle finger of the 
right hand with approximately 
two to three inches left to work 
on teeth 

Gently but firmly insert floss 
between two teeth, going all the 
way to the gum line. Plaque 
forms below the gum line as 
well as on the tooth surface 
above the gum line. When left 
below the gum line, this pla- 
que often causes serious gum 
infections. Regular use of den- 
tal floss, however, will remove 
this plaque both below and above 
the gum line 

Then using the index finger 
for lower teeth and the thumbs 
for upper teeth move the floss 
back and forth along the side 


Floss Your Teeth 


of the tooth All four sides 
of the tooth should be covered 
in this manner, using a Saw like 
motion similar to shining shoes 

When all plaque has been 
removed, you'll hear a squeak 
This is a sign that the floss 
is being rubbed against the hard 
enamel of the tooth, remove 
floss wrap more aroud the left 
middle finger, removeing some 
from the right. Repeat the pro 
cess until all of your teeth 
are “squeaky clean 


Or perhaps you will prefer 
an alternate loop method of 
flossing Use approximately 


12 to 14 inches of floss to form 
a circle about the size of an 
orange his provides a handle 
for the middle, ring and little 
fingers to hold the floss and 
control the tension, while the 
thumbs and the first fingers 
are used to control the direc- 
tion in the mouth 

Put the ends of the floss 
together and hold them between 
a thumb and a first finger 
The tie two knots as close 
to these fingers as possible 
This forms the loop and keeps 
it from slipping 

Hold the circle or loop with 
three fingers and use the thumbs 
and first fingers ---- about an 
inch apart ---- to work the 
floss between the teeth. Use 
a Sawing back and forth mo- 
tion 


Rub the floss firmly against 
one tooth, moving it upanddown 
into the gumline several times. 
Then repeat against the neigh- 
bor tooth. 

If the loop seems too large, 
wrap the floss around the mid- 
dle finger to make it smaller. 
Move around the loop to pro- 
vide a new area of floss as 
desired 

Once familiar with either 
process, it will no longer be 
necessary to use a mirror 
for flossing After the first 
couple of days, try it while 
seated comfortably 

The Dental Association cau- 
tions, that the use of dental fl- 
oss alone is not enough to as- 
sure good dental hygiene. Re- 
member to brush your teeth 
twice a day and to follow a 
good program of nutrition as 
well These along with visits 
to your dentist as often as he 
advises will assure youa healthy 
mouth and sound teeth

This is exactly the position 
that I took more than a year 
ago, in my February, 1972 Ne- 
wsletter, when | stated my op- 
position to granting amnesty 
Where would be the justice 
of giving blanket amnesty to 


those who took the law into 
their own hands and refused 
to serve while millions of o- 
thers risked their very lives 
to fulfill their patriotic obliga- 
tions to their country 
Alabamians are just as str- 
ongly opposed to providing funds 
to help rebuild North Vietnam 
I also discussed this in my 
February, 1972 Newsletter when 
I expressed my unalterable op- 
position to the State Department 
plan to give $2.5 billion to 
communist North Vietnam. I 
Said then that this doubtless 
would just be the start of the 
spending and that payment of 
such a bribe would be admitting’ 
guilt for the war and the Am- 
erican taxpayer would be pay- 
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ing reparations like a defeated 
nation 

I hope that we will never 
again allow ourselves to be- 
come involved in a ground war 
on the Asian Continent where, 
throughtout recorded history, 
outside forces have been swal- 
lowed by the immensity of Asia 
and its multitude of people 

More than that, however, is 
my fervent hope that should we 
ever again be forced into ano- 
ther war -- and | pray that 
we never will -- we will devote 
all our efforts to the fight, 
hitting hard and fast and strong 
to win No American should 
ever again be forced to fight 
without complete victory as the 
goal

pledge their lives and health 
In Our wars, let's be sure that 
tha home front gives 100% moral 
Support and dedication to the 
cause 

Now that we are out of Viet- 
nam, let us make a national 
resolve that the United States 
will never again get so involved

Above all else, now as we 
rejoice with our returned pr- 
isoners of war and their fam- 
ilies, let us not forget the pa- 
triotic service sacrifice of the 
50,000 American boys killed, 
the 300,000 wounded, the 2 1/2 
or 3 million who saw service 
in Vietnam. Let us not forget 
the amputees, the paraplegics, 
the maimed in body, mind and 
spirit. Let us draw them and 
their memories to our hearts

Effective 1 March, 19738, all 
residents will pay $2.00 per 
month for garbage pick-up.

TAX LIABILITY 
CAN BE ASSIGNED 
TO POLITICAL PARTY 


A change inthe law now allows 
taxpayers to designate part of 
their tax liability to the politi- 
cal party of their choice in 
the next Presidential election, 
the Internal Revenue Service 
Said today 

A tablulation of the first 1972 
returns received by IRS shows 
only a small percentage of the 
taxpayers are availing them- 
selves of this privilege. This 
change is effective for 1972 re- 
turns begin filed now by tax- 
payers. Ifa taxpayer chooses, 
he may designate that onedollar 
(two dollars on a joint return) 
be paid over to the candidates 
of a specific political party, or 
to a non-partisan account. A- 
mounts designated to the non- 
partisan account will be divided 
among all eligible candidates. 
Participation will not change 
the amount of refund of tax 
liability due. 

Taxpayers wishing to partici- 
pate should complete Form 4875 
and attach it to their 1972 Fed- 
eral income tax return. The 
forms are contained in the tax 
return package that IRS mailed 
to taxpayers. Taxpayers filing 
either Form 1040A or Form 
1040 may participate. 


lf Your Husband Has A Heart 


Attack 


(Editors’s Note: ‘I'he tact tnat 
heart attack strikes so frequ- 
ently means that there are a 
good many wives and families 
struggling through the event with 
the patient. The following art- 
icle is intended as an aid to 
the patients family during that 
difficult time.) 

The heart is central to our 
imagery about feelings. We 
speak of “a broken heart,” say 
“his heart wasn’t in it” or that 
someone is “heartless”. No 
wonder that difficult feelings 
are likely to well up for a man 
and his family when he has had 
a heart attack. 

A heart attack is a common 
but nonetheless extremely fr- 
ightening medical event It 
mobilizes a whole range of 
medical activities on behalf of 
the patient. It generates, in 
the patient and his family, e- 
motions of a nature and inten- 
sity which may be difficult to 
understand and accept. 

In your husband is one of 
the unfortunate ones to have 
suffered a heart, medical know- 
ledge about heart disease, which 
has made great advances in re- 
cent years, will benefit him by 
increasing his chances of sur- 
vival and return as a full- 
functioning member of society. 
Growing numbers of hospitals 
have special facilities with so- 
phisticated equipment and spe- 
cially trained staff to care for 
the heart attack patient. (sh- 
ould you move to a new com- 
munity, ask the Heart Associa- 
tion where the best care is 
available for a heart attack pa- 
tient, and whom to telephone 
in case of emergency, in order 
to get to the hospital as sp- 
eedily and safely as possible). 
Wife’s Awareness Important 

A man who has suffered a 
heart attack is likely to have 
anxieties more intensethanhe’s 
ever experienced. Initially, of 
course, he will worry about 
whether he can survive. Later, 
he will be concerned about re- 
gaining his former level of 
functioning. Men have their 
coronaries at what seems to 
them the worst possible times 
the critical fourth and fifth de- 
cades of life. A heart attack -- 
with it’s sudden disabling qual- 
ity, the enforced bed rest, and 
the invisibility of the heart's 


healing process -- is most 
difficult for an active, full- 
functioning man to accept and 
cope with emotionally 

But if his wife is aware, 
of what he is experiencing -- 
both physiologically and emo- 
tionally -- she can do a great 
deal to ease this difficult per- 
iod for him, their children, 
and herself. 

Children may have a number 
of feelings they find difficult 
to handle. They, too, will 
be fearful of what the future 


holds. Even the little ones 
who can’t express it are likely 
to be worried, and may be hy- 
peractive, or preoccupied and 
withdrawn in consequence. 
Teen agers may feel especially 
bad and guilty, thinking that 
their argumentative, rebellious 
ways have caused their fathers 
illness. Again, if a mother 
can be prepared for these re- 
actions, she can better cope with 
what might otherwise seem to 
her strange and puzzling behav- 
ior. 
Wife’s Task 

After the initial crisis is past, 
your husband may be rather de- 
pressed. The long convales- 
cense may be a period of per- 


sonal stock-taking in which 
he’s likely to be more aware 
of his failures than his suc- 
cesses. He may feel he hasn't 
accomplished all that he might, 
and that there are important 
tasks he won't get to. 

You, too, may feel extrem- 
ly anxious about the changes 
that may occur in your life; 
the thought of losing a spouse; 
the possibility of major alter- 
ations in your financial and 
social circumstances. 

Yours is then a dual task, 
and a difficult one. You should 
convey the feeling that the fam- 
ily affairs can be kept in rea- 
sonable order until he’s well 
Further, you should do all you 
can, in word and action to 
reassure him he’s still has a 
place at the head of the fam- 
ily, and that you are pleased 
with the kind of person he’s 
been all along 

The children should be encou- 
raged to visit their father, when 
that is possible, and also to 
express to you their concerns 
about his well being. They 
should be helped to show him 
that their respect for their 
that their respect for their 
father’s authority and judgement 
has not been diminished by his 
illness. 

Ask For Help 

Your family doctor and any 
specialists caring for your hus- 
band will usually know what you 
are experiencing and offer sup- 
port. The nurse on the ward 
is an excellent sourse of infor- 
mation for you -- on where 
to seek psychological, financial, 
or moral support She will 
most likely suggest visiting the 
social service department found 
in many hospitals today, or the 
family service agency in your 
community You will then be 
better able to cope with the 
ongoing demands of family and 
household 

You should also ask for the 
Alabama Heart Association for 
a free copy of the booklet 
“After a Coronary” which will 
answer still more of your and 
your husband’s questions

Brunson Tells Rotary Club 


About SBA 


Paul R. Brunson, District 
Director, Small Business Admi- 
nistration, Birmingham, was gu- 
est speaker at the March 5th 
meeting of the Elba Rotary Club. 

Brunson stated that in July of 
this year, SBA will have been 
in operation for twenty years 
SBA’s prime concern js to str- 
engthen small business. He sta- 
ted that when small businesses 
grow, then the communities 
grow. 

At the end of this school 
year, Coffee County schools will 
graduate about 475 boys and gi- 
rls. The greater portion of th- 
ese young people will be added 
to the labor force and we must 
look forward now and plan for 
their employment or they will 
leave the county. 

Brunson said that Alabama is 
showing a healthy growth pat- 
tern, and in Alabama alone last 
year, SBA made over $30 mil- 
lion in loans, and through the 
Community Economic Develop- 
ment Program, SBA, with the 
cooperation of the banks, helped 
to bring in 31 new industries and 
create 1,834 new jobs. 

SBA fills a gap that banks 
cannot fill in furnishing long- 
term loans at reasonable int- 
erest rates to small businesses 
The participation of local banks 
and bankers with SBA indicates 
their interest in seeing their lo- 
cal businessmen and their com- 
munities grow and prosper, and 
their participation is actively 
encouraged. 

Counseling by financial ex- 
perts is offered free by SBA 
and SCORE and ACE representa- 
tives. SCORE is the “Service 
Corps of Retired Executives” 
and ACE is the “Active Corps 
of Executives” -- both groups 
are composed of dedicated citi- 
zens giving freely of their time 
and experience to counsel with 
small businesses; the small 
businessman need pay only their} 
out-of-pocket expenses. 

Brunson stated that presently 
the majority of loans made are 
under the guaranty plan since 
funds for direct government lo- 
ans are severely limited, if av- 
ailable at all. He explained 
that SBA is not a “give-away”

AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING 
A GARBAGE AND TRASH TAX 
IN THE CITY OF ELBA, AL- 
ABAMA, PROVIDING THE 
HOUSEHOLD RATES AND BUS- 
INESS RATES FOR SAME: PRO- 
VIDING THE TYPE RECEP- 
TACLES TO CONTAIN SAME, 
AND LOCATION THEREOF. 

Be it ordianed by the City 
Council of the City of Elba, 
Alabama as follows 
SECTION 8-1 

There is hereby levied, ef- 
fective March 1, 1973, a gar- 
bage and trash tax within the 
City on every household and 
every place of business, to 
be paid monthly by the several 
householders and by the oper- 
ators of the several places of 
business by the tenth day of 
the month following the month 
in which said garbage and trash 
is collected and removed as 
follows: 

(A) Upon each household 
from which less than two cubic 
yards of garbage or trash is 
collected and removed on each 
scheduled collection day, Two 
dollars per month. 

(B) Each location for each 
place of business from which 
less than two cubic yards of 
garbage or trash is collected 
and removed on each scheduled 
collection day, Five dollars per 
month 

(C) The actual cost of labor 
and equipment will be charged 
for the collection and removal 
materials and refuse, other than 
trash, or for quantities of gar- 
bage and trash in excess of two 
cubic yards on any scheduled 
collection day. 

SECTION 8-2 

The occupants of the several 
households and places of bus- 
iness from which garbage is 
collected and removed shall 
provide garbage cans, not in 
excess of thirty (30) gallon 
capacity with a water tight lid. 


Such garbage cans or contain- 
ers shall, for households, be 
placed at an accessible loca- 
tion for collection no more th- 
an twenty (20) feet from the 
street right of way, and for 
businesses be placed in an area 
easily accessible to garbage 
trucks. Tree limbs, boxes, 
or other items of refuse which 
are too bulky or too large to 
be placed in an approved con- 
tainer shall be compactly piled 
at or near the location on the 
premises where the garbage 
container is usually placed for 
collection. 


SECTION 8-3 

Any person who wilfully fails 
or refuses to pay the garbage 
and trash collection tax when 
due, or who violates Section 
8-2 of this ordinance shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and 
on conviction thereof in Re- 
corder’s Court of the City shall 
be punished by a fine of not 
less than one dollar ($1.00) 
and not exceeding twenty-five 
dollars ($25.00). 
SECTION 8-4 

The tax hereby levied may be 
collected by civil action in the 
manner that license taxes are 
collectible. 
SECTION 8-5 

It shall be unlawful for any 
person to dispose of household 
garbage on private or public 
property, or for any person 
in possession, charge, or con- 
trol of any premises to keep, 
cause to be kept, or allowing 
the keeping of any premises 
within the corporate limits and 
police jurisdiction of the city, 
of garbage, rubbish, or other 
refuse in such manner that it 
will become offensive or dele- 
terious to health or likely to 


cause disease, and the same 
is hereby declared a public nu- 
isance,

The Elba police handled 
case Monday night that was ui 
usual to say the least 

A man dressed in a womans 
underthings and sleepwear was 
disturbing the peace at the local 
motel. After forcing open the 
door, it was discovered that 
the man, James L. Dempsey, 
had written a suicide note and 
was taking large amounts of 
aspirin, stanback and alkaselt- 
zer along with a commercial 
lighter fluid. He was in a daze 
and not able to tell officers 
just what he was up to. How- 
ever the note he had written 
gave some insight into what 
he was thinking. 

The handwritten note asked 
that he be buried.in the clothes 
he was wearing and that the 
casket be sealed so nobody 
would see his body “anytime”. 
He asked that his 1965 Ford 
be given to his daughter who 
“would soon be i6 years old”. 
Everything else was to be di- 
vided up between all three of 
his children (girl and 2 boys). 
A postscript read: “Please do 
as I ask because it is the only 
way I can be happy and that 
is to have womans clothes on 
and knowing that I died in them 
and be satisfied. Thanks and 
please do as I ask will you.” 

A canary legal pad found 
among his possessions con- 
tained the names of 150 women 
their ages some types of cruel 
punishment and other details. 

The punishments included 
many that can’t be printed in 
a family newspaper and others 
such as buried alive, suffoca- 
tiqgn, hung by neck till death 
Slavery. . ., death by bow and 
arrow, cooked and sliced for 
eating, death eat alive, lack of 
air, hard labor, death in air 
tight box, chop off head, ground 
up alive, to swim in ocean as 
mermaid, in cave with blood 
sucking bats. One name was 
the same as his daughter in 
the final note and it destined 
her to be put “in a meat grind- 
er.” 

The women included several 
movie stars, President Nixon's 
daughters and many unknown 
to local law officers. All but 
the first page carried a column 
listing the race of the woman. 
It included many w’s and n’s 
and with no apparent system 
or percentage. 

Dempsey was lodged in the 
Coffee County jail as a mental 
patient and his parents in Val- 
dosta, Georgia, were notified 
and reported he had left home 
Sunday afternoon and had no 
prior problems of this type 
and had never been arrested for 
anything. 

A pay voucher found in his 
belongings show he received 
$160 on March 9th but he had 
no money at all when taken 
into custody. Other pay records 
indicate he had worked for three 
or four Georgia firms during 
1972. His drivers liscense 
indicate he was born March 
5, 193i +

Lamar Rainer Jr. is arrang- 
ing for the decorations in his 
usual efficient manner and Mrs. 
Robert Cannon promises some 
tasty refreshments from her 
refreshment committee. 

Jimmy Wise is chairman of 
the committee collecting the 
donations for a gift of app- 
reciation to be given to Cap- 
tain Ringsdorf just prior to the 
beginning of the reception 
beginning of the reception.

and happy music for Ben’s 
entrance into town. 

The square was lined with 
eager folks, children waved sm- 
ce American flags, and students 
poured in from school to join 
them. 

The Courthouse clock crept 
toward 10:30, and the accom- 
panying flag lifted and fell sol- 
emnly, a gentle breeze lapped 
at the red, white and blue st- 


reamers put on the speaker’s 
stand only a short time earlier 
by high school students. 

The band ushered Ben into 
the square, the crowd applauded 
as he stepped from the car 
and onto the platform, thenthere 
was a hush and only a ripple 
of talk as Ben sat down, his 
mother on one side and Mayor 
Brunson on the other.

Mayor Explains Garbage Fee 


Elba’s new garbage ordinance 
according to Mayor Jack Br- 
unson, is designed so that ev- 
ery household and place of bus- 
iness will “carry their fair 
share of the load” in helping 
to pay for the garbage and tr- 
ash services provided for by 
the City. Brunson stated the 
flat garbage and trash fee ch- 
arged in the past was ineq- 
uitable when you consider it 
cost $20-$25 per year to pro- 
vide service for some reside- 
neces and $100 - $150 per year 
for other residences. Mayor 
Brunson also released the fol- 
lowing statement on the new 
garbage ordinances.

Recently passed anti- pol- 
lution laws plus other circum- 
stances made it necessary to 
revise Elba’s garbage ordin- 
ances. Some of the provi- 
sions of the new ordinance 
are as follows: 

1. Every household and place 
of business will be charged 
a garbage fee. (Due to the 
required closing of the local 
garbage dump, residents have 
mo place to dispose of their 
garbage. To prevent.healthha+ 
zard there was no alternative 
other than making the service 
compulsory. In addition, it’s 
impossible to determine wh- 
ether garbage andtrash belongs 
to a paying customer or a 
neighbor. 

2. An extra charge for labor 
and equipment will be made 
for amounts of garbage ortrash 
in excess of 2 cubic feet per 
routine pick up. (The actual 
cost of pick up garbage and/ 
or trash from some places 
is in excess of $100 per month. 
To remove limbs from a res- 
idence will sometimes cost $50 
to $75.) 

3. The new basic garbage 
and trash fee is $2.00 per 
month for households and $5.00 
for places of business. (Last 
year the garbage fee collected 
amounted to $27,000 while ex- 
penses were $42,000, which 
does not include the purchase 
of new equipment such as the 
$18,000 truck presently needed 
to properly service one of the 
routes. The hauling of garbage 
to New Brockton means addi- 
tional expenses and more time 
4. Garbage and trash must 
be placed within 20 feet of the 
street right of way in an ac- 
cessible location. (Some gar- 
bage cans are 300 - 400 feet 


from the street, in fences with 
dogs, contain 75 - 100 pounds 
of garbage etc. This is rough 
on the men and causes labor 
turn over and takes an exces- 
sive amount of time. 

5. Garbage containers, except 
commercial containers des- 
igned for mechanical dumping 
are not to be larger than 30 
gallon capacity, with lids and 
must be water tight, including 
a sound bottom. 

The new garbage fees will 
be charged on utility bills due 
April 1, 1973. Every house- 
hold and place of business will 
be charged this fee. 

Although the ordinance was 
effective March 1, 1973, strict 
enforcement will not begin un- 
til April. Garbage cans which 
are not properly located, af- 
ter April 1, will not be emp- 
tied. (Containers do not have 
to be kept near the right of 
way all the time but must be 
n the proper location when the 
garbage pickup os made.) Con- 
tainers which do not meet the 
requirements of the ordinance 
will be tagged and will not 
be emptied unless replaced. 

Due to anti-pollution laws no 
garbage is allowed at the lo- 
cal dump. Trash, ‘limbs, etc 
will still be accepted, however, 
the contents of each vehicle 
must be checked by the cus- 
todian. Violaters are subject

and welcomed him home. With 
this, the mayor gave Ben the 
key to the city of Elba. _ 

Words uttered from thr for- 
mer POW went something like 
this as he rose to the speak- 
er: 

“The people I was locked 
up with accused me of being 
a member of the Elba Chamber 
of Commerce, and I guess this 
proves it.” as he waved the 
Mayor’s resolution in his-hand. 

“There was never a doubt 
that you people were with us, 
praying for us the whole time - 
thank you very much.” = 

Then Ben went home. 
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
